Judge Titus’ Charge to the 
Grand Jury.

Judge Titus yesterday charged the United} 
States Grand Jury on the subject of the viola- 
tion in this Territory of the uncahendcard 
Act of 1862. 

That charge has been the theme of uni- 
versal comment, not only among tho large 
number of persons present in the court room, 
but on the stroet and in the home circle. A 
brief reference, rather than an attempt at 
synopsis, of the charge, will be found in an- 
other column. Ina matter so important to 
the people of the Territory, our reporter has 
refrained from endeavoring to give the charge 
trom his notes, hoping to present it at an early 
day verbatim as delivered. 

We may, however, be permitted t> say that 

while Judge Titus reviewed the question of 
Polygamy, exhaustively from a Biblical, nat- 
sral and legal point of view, and conclusively 
established that the doctrine has no authority 
im the Old or New Testament, the law of no- 
tute, or of civilized states, he clearly informed 
the Grand Jury why their attention was in- | 
vited to the subject at this time. 
_ Althongh the journals and the laws of the | 
jast Legislature, as published, were utterly | 
silent on the subject, it appeared from the. 
records of Congress, that a Memorial from 
the Legisluture was presented by the Utah 
Delegate, asking the repeal of the Anti-Polyg- 
amy law of 1862.
